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DETAILED ACTION 

1 . According to paper filed on Aug. 4, 201 1, the applicants have canceled claim 4, 
amended claims 1 , 6-8, 20, 29 and 30 and furthermore, have added new claim 31 . 

2. Claims 1-3, 6-17, 19, 20, 22 and 24-31 are pending in the application. Claim 20 
remains withdrawn as being directed to non-elected invention. 

Response to Arguments 

3. Applicant's arguments filed on Aug. 4, 201 1 have been fully considered but they are 
not persuasive regarding indefiniteness rejection of claims 1-3, 6-17, 19, 22 and 24-31 
and objection for containing non-elected subject matter. The examiner agrees with the 
applicants arguments regarding definition of variable R as it relates to written 
description and definiteness. In regard to indefiniteness rejection of instant claims for 
the definition of variables Cy1 and Cy2, the applicants did not address this issue at all in 
their response. Similarly, the applicants did not address the issue of insufficient 
antecedent basis for the limitation of (Y)c in claims 6-8. According to claim 1 , both Cy1 
and Cy2 are bonded to the metal via ring atom and therefore, there is no antecedent 
basis for Y atom in between the metal and Cy1 or Cy2. 

In regard to objection for containing non-elected subject matter, the applicants neither 
amended claims to delete non-elected subject matter nor discussed this objection in 
their response. 

Conclusion 

4. Rejection of claims 1 -3, 6-1 7, 1 9, 22 and 24-31 under 35 U.S.C. 1 1 2, second 
paragraph is maintained for the reasons of record. 
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5. The objection of claims 1-3, 6-17, 19, 22 and 24-31 for containing non-elected subject 
matter is maintained for the reasons of record. 

NEW GROUNDS OF REJECTION 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

6. The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

7. Claims 1 -3, 6-1 7, 1 9, 22 and 24-30 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 1 2, second 
paragraph, as being indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the 
subject matter which applicant regards as the invention. 

In independent claim 1 and claim 29, the term — Cy1 and Cy2 are linked to one another 
via substituents is indefinite since these substituents are not defined. 

8. Applicant's amendment necessitated the new ground(s) of rejection presented in this 
Office action.
